Barry Fong-Torres，son of Mr. and Mrs. Richard Fong- 
Torres，brother of Sarah, Benjamin, Shirley and Burton,， Was 
born in Oakland during the years of World War II on May 8， 
1943. He went to Lincoln Elementary School and Westlake 
Junior High，and graduated from Oakland Technical High. 
He then attended the University of California，Berkeley， 
recelved his bachelor's and master's degrees，and Was en- 
rolled in a Ph.D. program in criminology. Since 1967 he had 
Worked as a Probation officer in the city of Richmond. A 
year ago he took a leave of absence and a cut in pay to take 
on responsibility as the director of the Youth Service and 
Coordinating Center in San Francisco's Chinatown. When 
his year's leave was up, he asked for an extension in order to 
continue his work with the Chinatown youths. At 11:30. 
p.m. June 26, he was murdered at his home. Barry was 29 
years old.

SIX YEARS' CAPERS OF 
A PACK RAT BURGLAR 


In onme of Marin County's oddest 
criminal cases，60 burglaries com-

Mrs. Chan has been in the 
plumbing business for 17 years 
and can fix a broken pipe as Sa 
as hem a dress-. 

She said women particularly like 
dealing with her because she can 
look at a problem from a feminine 
point of view. 

Mrs: Chan started out in the 
business as a bookkeeper and for 
the last two years has been a Part- 
ner with Art Armand at Century 
Plumbers in Los Angeles. 

Today she mostly schedules jobs 
and handles customer relations， 

She recalls one time when all 
the men were out on assignments 
and a woman calledqd desperately 
needing someone to fix a leaky 
water heater. With a dress and 
heels on，Mrs. Chan hurried to the 
house and took care of the prob- 
lem .

John Ashbrook received 
about 10 per cent of Chinatowmn's 
and San Francisco"s GOP votes. 

Chinatown:s vote also coincided 
with that of the rest of the city 
on state propositions 2,，6,， and 9， 
the three initiatives which would 
most directly affect the Chinese 
cominunity. Though failing to Pass， 
in two of the eleven Chinatown、 
precincts， 了 roposition 2，Wwhich 
brovides funds to repair unsafe 
school buildqings and assist low- 
income rapidly growing school 
districts，received a plurajlity of 


votes in Chinatown as a whole. 
Proposition 6，which eliminates 
the 90-day time period required 
before a _ naturalized citizen can 
vote，won overwhelming endorse- 
ment in Chinatown as a whole as 
well as in each of its precincts. 
Proposition 9, the Environment 
Initiative，was rejected in both 
Chinatown generally and in each 
of its eleven constituent precincts.

“The problem of Chinese immi- 
gration should be settled _ before 
they let more People in Stephen 
Fong, recently re-elected President 
of the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce of San Erancisco，sald last 
Monday in an interview. 

He was referring to the large in- 
flux of Chinese immigrants into 
the community since immigration 
laws were changed to allow more 
Chinese in from 了 ong 开 ong，TIai- 
wan and Southeast Asian-coun- 
tries- 

“Although the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce has no programs for 
immigrants， 了 ong said,， “Im sure 
our mmembers want to offer jobs to 
the new immigrants:” 

According to Fong, the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce is com- 
posed of 60 to 70 per cent of all 
businesses in San Erancisco China- 
town and includes up to 600 busi- 
ness establishments and individual 
members who contribute $40, 忆 25 
or $15 per year in dues. 


The .purpose of the Chinese - 


Chamber of Commerce is to try to 
Promote business within the com= 
munity。 Other activities of the 
Chamber jinclude attracting tour- 
jsts, decorating Grant Avenue with 
Chinese lanterns，and dealing with 
labor. 

In mentioning labor，Fong said 
that the labor unions，which were 
engaged in a campaign to _ unionize 
Chinese businesses last year,“are 
not much problem now.” 

“Although many import and ex- 
Port businesses have joined，the 
employers and employees do not 
get much benefits”Fong said. 

YOUTH 

While speaking of the Problems 
of Chinatown，compounded by 
the increase in population， Fong 
said,“The Chamber of Comamerce 
recognizes the fact that there are 
problems amopg our young 
People. 

“A few years ago the Chinese 
Chamber of Cormmerce，the Chi- 
nese Six Companies， and the 


young people set up a committee 
and Imet with the police to try to 
settle these problems. 

“The situation is better now,” 
Fong said. 

Fong also commented on police 
cooperation -in the comamunity. 
“The police try to do their best， 
but they face many difficulties 
and it is not easy to find the prob- 
lems with youths _ from Hong 
攻 ong.” 

He- offered a possible solution 
by suggesting that the police de- 
partment hire a bilingual mediator 
to help. “Somebody who can 
understand the real _ problem， 
Fong said.
